Pennsylvania had another good week for field activities with an 

average of 5.0 days suitable for field work. Temperatures were 

reported with a high of 82o(F), a low of  23o(F) and a state average 

temperature of 47o(F). Similar to last week, Pennsylvania 

experienced mostly crisp and cool fall weather with a bit of 

unseasonably warm weekend weather followed by some brief but 

heavy rains late Sunday afternoon. Corn and soybean harvests 

continue with moisture being an issue for some fields. Despite late 

maturation this season, final yields have been reported as very 

good. Very few Apples left to harvest at this point with late 

varieties expected to wrap up very soon. Overall field activities 

for the week included, harvesting corn and soybeans, planting 

cover crops and spreading manure.
